“TELL THEM TO GET ON THE BALL” 

What a great message to the Salt Lake City Mission from a prophet of God. 
Over the years there have been many slogans given to the entire Church that 
started much the same as President Hinckley’s statement to this mission to be 
delivered by his daughter Virginia Pearce. President Kimball made a similar 
statement to the Regional Representatives that became the watch cry of the 
Church. He told them it was time to “Lengthen your stride”. Later, the imagery 
was enriched with “Quicken your pace” and “Extend your reach.” Eventually all 
these were combined into a motto and byword of President Kimball, “Just do it.” 





Our watch cry now is to “Get on the ball”. It reminds me of a story that has been told by several 
Church leaders including Milton R. Hunter. A golfer hit his ball down the fairway only to discover that it 
had landed on the top of a huge ant hill. He sized up the problem and squared himself with the ball and 
took a mighty swing but only managed to slice off one side of the ant hill but totally missed the ball. The 
golfer stepped a little closer to the ball and took another mighty swing with his club. This time he took off 
the far edge of the anthill. In desperation the golfer adjusted his position and made a third swing. This 
time he cut even more deeply into the home of the ants. By now all the ants were very excited, not 
knowing what the final result was going to be. The leader of the ants called the others together for a little 
council meeting and said: “ Fellow ants, it is plain to see that if any of us want to be saved we had better 
“Get on the ball’. 


So it is with the Salt Lake City Mission. If we want to be saved, blessed, protected and accomplish our 
goals we had better “Get on the ball”. Each morning recommit yourself to serve diligently. Every night 
before you retire make plans for the next day. Get on the ball, just do it, one day at a time. At first 
missions seem like they will never end, but the longer you have served, the faster the days go by. When 
the end is finally in sight, you start praying that the time will slow down. Unfortunately, it will not. The 
last six months are ten times faster than the first six months. You will not fully understand this until you 
experience it. The key is that now is the time to “Just do it” to “Get on the ball”. 


Now is the time to be obedient. “Get on the ball”. Sometimes we rationalize that nobody keeps all the 
rules. Ask yourself if there are any rules that are impossible to keep. If there are, let me know and I will 
immediately excuse you from keeping that rule. Obedience is a matter of deciding you will just “Get on 
the ball” and “Do it” no excuses, no arguments, no rationalization, just plain obedience. 


This is the greatest mission in the Church—with more potential, more blessings, more opportunities 
than any other mission in the world. Our problem is just we need to “Lengthen our stride,” “Quicken our 
pace”, “Extend our reach”. Even more to the point, from a Prophet of God directly to us, just tell them to 
“Get on the ball”. May we do so is my prayer for each of us.
